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A BUSINESSMAN—GOVERNOR 


Gov. 
Kohler comes out unreserved- 


ly for a revision of the income tax law 
in the interest of the man of moderate 
means, particularly of workingmen 
and those with families and depen- 
dents. He made his views specific in an 
address before the Wisconsin Manu- 
facturers association, composed of the 
state's industrial captains and men of 
wealth. It was characteristic of Gov. 
Kohler to deliver this message to a 
group of men who might ordinarily be 
expected to disagree with him, but we 
do not think he provoked antagonism. 


We believe there is general recogni- 


tion of the facts stated in the gover- 
nor's address. One of the first things 
he would do is to enlarge exemptions 
for dependents, to the end that the tax 
burden may be "decreased rather than 
increased with the size of a man's fam- 
'ily." There are, as a matter of fact, two 
fundamental weaknesses in the Wis- 
consin tax situation. One is in the field 
described by the governor and the oth- 
er he has heretofore referred to as a 
tax which tends to drive productive 
enterprise out of Wisconsin, thereby 
retarding its industrial development 
and discouraging an ingress of new 
capital. These extremes can be met by 
a common recognition of certain ob- 
vious truths. 


Gov. 
Kohler also took the occasion 


to warn against a hastily considered 
increase in the gas tax. 
He is of the 


opinion that before any radical de- 
parture in the taxing policies with ref- 
erence to highways is made, the state 
ought to engage in a survey of all 
highways in order to determine what 
character of road surfaces is needed 
in the various communities and, in a 
general way, just what are Wiscon- 
sin's highway requirements. We think 
this is good advice. 


In some respects Wisconsin has 


overdone road building, while on the 
other hand doubtless there are many 
instances where it has not yet met re- 
quirements. We think that the state at 
large and many communities are un- 
der a heavy burden for the construc- 
tion'and maintenance 
of highways. 


The time has come when we ought to 
proceed carefully and scientiticaih in 
the further expansion of our highway 
system. What is done in one locality 
ought to have a reference to what is 
done in another, and the relative traf- 
fic demands ought to be met with a 
type of road suitable to that particular 
demand. We agree with the governor 
that before enlarging extensively on 
the good roads program we ought to 
have a careful survey and check-up, to 
the end that whatever we do in the 
future Ayill be coordinated, handled in 
a businesslike manner and 
rcprc 


orderly and sound development 


nt 


NEW CORN BORER TACTICS 
What might be called a strategic re- 


treat is being made by the govern- 
ment this year in its war against the 
European corn borer. At a general con- 
ference in "Washington, dealing pri- 
marily- with this pest, a joint commit- 
tee named by the American Associa- 
tion of Economic Entomologists, the 
American Society of Agronomy, the 
American Society of Agricultural En- 
gineers and the American Farm Eco- 
nomic association advised 
abandon- 


ing enforced clean-up measures under 
present state laws. At the same time, 
however, this conference advised ex- 
panded programs of research, educa- 
tion and quarantine against the borci. 


Apparently the idea is to stop an in- 


effective measure and concentrate on 
getting more 
scientific 
knowledge 


about the borer while continuing the 
quarantine that separates infested sec- 
tions from those still free. In human 
warfare a strategic retreat sometimes 
leads to eventual victory. 
It is to be 


hoped that this will be true in the 
battle between corn growers and corn 
borers 


$24,000,000 FOR PROHIBITION 
The senate has voted an additional 


appropriation of $24,000,000 for use in 
an attempt to enforce prohibition un- 
der the most peculiar circumstances. 
A majority of Republicans were op- 
posed to the measure, the prohibition 
forces were themselves divided, 
and 


Secretary Mellon was against it. 


Mr. Mcllon's objection to the appro- 


priation was the failure to fix in ad- 
vance a definite program for its expen- 
diture. To meet this criticism, which 
would appear to be valid, an amend- 
ment was adopted placing- the appro- 
priation in the hands of the president, 
"to be used as he may see fit" in in- 
creasing the personnel of the various 
federal agencies charged with prohi- 
bition enforcement, A further criticism 
of this proposal might be that the sum 
of $24,000,000 could be 
effectively 


spent only through the creation of ad- 
ditional 
agencies for 
enforcement 


which do not exist, and which could 
only be provided for by congressional 
action. 


Whether such an amount could be 


properly expended under the present 
set-up of enforcement machinery is a 
grave question, but it might be argued 
that executive judgment and discretion 
could be relied upon to use only such 
portion of it as could be applied ad- 
vantageously. It would not necessarily 
mean the spending of the $24,000,000.

HAVE NEGROES BETTER 


TEETH? 


It is the common belief that ne 


groes have finer teeth than white 
people. Has this belief any founda- 
tion in fact? Or is it a fancy based 
on the contrasting whiteness of the 
teeth against the brown pigment of 
the negro skin? If negroes have bet- 
ter teeth than white people, how 
come? Do negroes take better care 
of their teeth than white people do? 
Are negro children more carefully 
instructed in the regular brushing 
of the teeth than white children are? 


The census showed that there were 


nearly ten and one-half million ne- 
groes in the United States in 1920. 
Of these, two and one-half million 
were between 5 and 14 years of age. 
In 1925-26 federal, state and 
city 


health department co-operated in a 
study of the physical and mental sta- 
tus of 5,170 negro school children in 
Atlanta, 4,885 of" whom had lived 
in the city most or all of their lives, 
so that they fairly represented the 
urban negro child. 


Thirty-one per cent of the 5,000 


negro children were entirely 
free 


from dental caries (decayed teeth, 
cavities). Compare this remarkable 
showing with a group of negro chil- 
dren in South Swaziland, South Afri- 
ca, of the Bantu tribe, only twenty- 
ttve per cent, of whom were found 
free from dental caries. The doc- 
tors who studied the native children 
living in Kraals believe the evidence 
favors the view that the diet of the 
mother before the child is born and 
the diet of the child in infancy and 
early childhood are responsible for 
the poor teeth of the negro children 
in Africa. 


Of the 3.400 Atlanta negro school 


children with defective teeth 33 per 
cent, had only one or two small cavi- 
ties. 
Ordinarily we consider teeth 


that show only one or two small cavi- 
ties good teeth, so that It is fair to 
assume that 64 per cent of the negro 


in cities or towns 
teeth and -probably 


children living 
have excellent 
such children living in the country 
have still better teeth. 


The examiners who gathered the 


data say nothing about the standard 
of care of the teeth among thete chil- 
dren. Probably the rite of brushing 
the teeth is here, as among children 
generally more honored in the breach 
than the observance, - like washing 
behind the ears. Xegro children are 
singularly fortunate in both respects. 


Such dental surveys or tabulations 


are interesting and stimulate specul- 
ation. but I shall draw no inferences 
now. 
This is a good time, however, 


to remind prospective mothers of 
some salient facts in the newer 
Knowledge of the teeth.

(caries) Is unsupported by

This vitamin is present In 
butter and in egg yolk, but nowadays 
it is a good custom for th«t expectant 
mother to take a daily dos? or two 
of cold livrr oil. which is the richest 
known source of Vitamin D.

The positions for which these wo- 


men have qualified include, besides 
the general executue posts, all the 
principal departments of the gov- 
ernment, those in the defense

partments, audit orships in the ex- 
chequer and audit department and

In Northern States, Shrink- 


age from Melting Is Not 
More Than 30 Per Cent

Washington—(£>)—At a cost rang- 


ing from |1.50 to $J a ton, dc." j 
farmers ar.i others in the northern 
half of the United State Who have 
access to lakes, ponds, rivers and 
streams will harvest enough natur- 
al ice this winter for necessary re- 
frigeration of milk, vegetables and 
other perishables next summer. 


experience has taught that the 


quail ^y of Ice needed for a dairy 
farm depends on its location, the 
number of cows milked and method 
of handling the product. 


In the northern states, where 


ehrinkdge from melting is not more 
than 30 per cent, half a ton of ice 
per cow is sufficient to cool the 
cream and hold it at a low tempera- 
ture for delivery two or three times 
a week, provided suitable cooling 
tanks are used. If whole milk is to 
be cooled, the quantity of ice stored 
is increased to one and one-half tons 
per cow in the north and two tons 
per cow further south. Five tons of 
ice usually meet the needs of the 
average family. 


The cost of harvesting Ice varies 


•with local 
conditions. Neighbors 


have found they can cooperate ad- 
vantageously in cutting and storing 
ice and in owning equipment joini- 
ly. The ice-harvest season comes at 
a time when there is less work for 
both men and teams and makes the 
avt.age cost for cutting a ton of 
ice not more than 27 cents. Pack- 
ing and hauling costs may bring the 
total expenditure to $1.50 a ton, or 
perhaps $3 a ton where the ice must 
be transported a long distance. 


Many farmers hace prepared ar- 


tificial ponds on their property with 
a view to harvesting ice in the win- 
ter. They keep down green spawn 
and algae by dissolving crystals of 
copper sulphate in ,the water. Pure

is to be used directly in beverages 
or other food and for that reason 
increasing care is taken to keep 
the source of supply free from con- 
tamination or pollution. 


Harvesting operations ordinarily 


are elementairy. Snow is scraped 
from, the ice field, 
the blocks or 


cakes are sawed out, loaded on a 
sled or other vehicle and transport- 
ed to the storage house. There, in 
packing to insure the lowest loss 
from melting, the first real need for 
technical knowledge is encountered. 


There are many types of ice pits 


and storage plants. Probably one of 
the most practical is the under- 
ground ice house, insulated and 
equipped with a drain line. The ice 
is low v. red to a bed of-cinders a,nd> 
packed on all sides with sawdust. 
Frequently storage houses a^e built 
above ground, shielded as much as 
possible from the wind and sun, and 
insulated to prevent circulation of 
atmosphere. One of the 
greatest 


problems is to prevent escape of 
the low temperature around the ice 
itself. 


Loss of ice by melting depends 


partly upon the manner of packing. 
It has proven advisable to place 
the cakes closely together so the 
mass will be as tight and solid as 
possible, thus preventing cracks and 
openings that allow air to circulate. 
For that reason, perfectly cut rec- 
tangular cakes are favored in most 
harvest operations.

KEEP RABBITS FREE 


FROM PARASITES 


Success 
in This 
Effort 


Means Success in Indus- 
try, Bulletin Points Out 


Success in raising rabbits depends 


to a great extent on the ability to 
keep the animals free from parasite: 
and bacterial disease. A knowledge 
of the more serious ailments is ad- 
vantageous, says the United States 
Department 
of Agriculture, 
and 


may be had from a study of Farm- 
ers' Bulletin No. 1568-F, "Rabbit 
Parasites and Diseases," a new pub- 
lication now ready for distribution to 
persons requesting it. 


Among the parasitic diseases given 


special attention in the bulletin are 
coccidiosis, ear mange or ear cank- 
er, skin mange, and stomach-worm 
diseases. These diseases cause weak- 
ness, emaciation, wasting, and death. 
Other parasitic affections, such as 
irritations caused by fleas, lice, and 
intestional worms of various sorts, 
while not commonly producing very 
marked symptoms in fested animals, 
may gradually render them weak and 
unthrify, making them more sus- 
ceptible to other diseases as a re- 
sult of their lowered vitality. 


Prevention and control 
measures 


are more practical than treatment, 
and are usually matters of sanita- 
tion. In the case of parasitic dis- 
eases such measures must be based 
on a knowledge of the habits and 
life histories of the parasites involv- 
ed and on their mode of transmis- 
sion from one animal to another. 
The bulletin also discusses bacterial 
and other dispases, such as snuffles 
and pneumonia-

bean picker will soon be offered to 
the trade and a variety of bean is 
being made to order for the me- 
chanical harvester. 


For 
years, bean canners 
have 


been looking for a mechanical pick- 
er, and it is now expected that man- 
ufacturers of canning 
equipment 


will soon meet the need. 


The varieties of snap beans now 


used by canners are picked by hand 
and they usually require, four or 
five pickings to gather the pods as 
they mature. This is impossible with 
a mechanical pickers. 
An upright 


open plant, carrying its pods singly 
and clear of the soil is also most 
satisfactory for handling by ma- 
chinery. 


R. A. Brink, of the Wisconsin Ag- 


riculture staff, and G- H. Rieman, of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, are carrying on inves- 
tigations to develop a snap 
bean 


that meets these requirements. 


One of the 
varieties that they 


have developed is a cross between 
Keeney's Refugee Wax and "Well's 
Red Kidney and has been outstand- 
ing in its performance during the 
last three seasons. Its general hab- 
its of growth appear suitable 
for 


harvesting: by machinery, and it has 
many of the, qualities sought by the 
canning trade. 


It is a bush type of wax bean with 


a round stnngless pod fairly 
free 


from fiber in the walls that matures 
a large proportion of its pods at one 
time. Under serious field epidemics 
of bacterial blight and mosaic, the 
most serious bean diseases in Wis- 
consin, it has remained remarkably 
free from infection. 


Madison—(£*)—Like most of the 


corn belt farmers Wisconsin sheep 
feeders are increasing their activi- 
ties this winter, the federal-state 
crop and livestock reporting service 
finds. 


"A year ago the sheep feeding in-

Washington —OP)—Although na- 


tional soft coal production on the 
basis of latest estimates is running 
close to record height, possibly 150,- 
000 union coal miners are unemploy- 
ed and the outlook for their return 
to regular employment in far from 
bright. 


Over much of the central coal pro- 


ducing territory in the United States 
an aftermath of protracted strikes 
and sharp disagreement over union 
wage scales has proven to be com- 
plete shut-down of coal mines, while 
steady development of new sources 
of supply and efficient transportation 
conditions has maintained a supply 
which for months now has met or 
exceeded demand. 


In a recent six day week more 


than 11,000,000 tons of soft coal were 
mined and shipped. Sagging market 
prices have indicated that there was 
no demand anywhere in the United 
States this quantity did not 
meet 


effectively. 


Studies of

made for the United States bureau 
of mines by F. G. Tryon show that 
a steady shift of production from" 
north to south has characterized re- 
cent history in the industry.

haired young senior in the old Ryan 
high school in Appleton was laugh- 
ed at because the skeleton he carved 
out of wood for an exhibition looked 
more like a mummy than a skele- 
ton. 


That boy, however, 
was of the 


pugnacious, perservenng type and 
he determined 
those grins 
and 


chuckles at his expense would be 
turned to admiration. 


They were! 
He carved, In wood, a remarkable 


likeness of the head 
of Abraham 


Lincoln he used an old bust of Lin- 
coln that stood in the high school 
as a model and he worked nights on 
his bit of carving. 
When the ex- 


hibition was held that carving at- 
tracted state wide attention and the 
boy was urged to make carving and 
sctrplturing his life work because of 
the wonderful talent his bit of work 
indicated. 


However, he was the home and 


fam,ily-loving type and 
decided to 


study law instead. 


"You 
can support a family and 


have a home as an attorney but with 
sculpture as a goal could only see 
long and dreary years ahead," he 
said. 


But the boy never stopped carving. 


Today he is a member of a prom- 
inent firm of attorneys in Appleton 
He has raised a family of six chil- 
dren, served as municipal judge and 
Appleton city attorney. At present 
he is chairman of the Appleton li- 
brary board, a member of the Outa- 
gamie-co, board, the Appleton board 
of education and state library board 
of certification. He is the attorney

Thomas H. Ryan. 


His home at 703 S. Cherry-st, is 


a vertiable treasure house of carv- 
ings. Tables, chairs, footstools, lamp 
shades, 
chests, wall 
ornaments,

candle sticks and many other bits 
of art abound. Some of the pieces 
of intricate design reveal a remark- 
able skill and a fine artistic touch. 


During the years Mr. Ryan has 


carved hundreds of pieces of fine 
work. He has carved likenesses of 
the Rev. W. J. Fitzmaurice, pastor 
of St. Mary Catholic church; of the 
late Senator E. M. LaFollette; of 
Pope Leo, XIII; of his father and 
mother; and of several of his daugh- 
ters. 


All of Mr. Ryan's work Is done in 


wood, usually black walnut some- 
times he uses maple. 


At present he Is at work on a "re- 


lief bust refilition of his wife. 
For 


several hundreds hours, an hour in 
the evening, 
an hour at noon, an 


entire holiday, he has worked at his 
little bench m a nook In his home. 


Mr. Ryan believes this bit of work 


will be one of his best. He is work- 
ing from a recent photograph and 
the measurements of the carving are 
exactly the same as those of the 
picture. And the likeness is remark- 
able. 


"It will be my masterpiece", he 


said proudly exhibiting the work. "It 
is almost finished. When it is done 
I will value it as one of my most 
precious possessions. I 
shall be 


proud of this piece of work." 


Another bit of work which he dis- 


plays is a small crucifix carved from 
a solid block of wood for his daugh- 
ter Ruth who recently became a 
nun after she had won her degree as 


a doctor of philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 


"Four hundred hours I spent on 


this piece of work and it is what 1 
consider one 'of the finest things I've 
done," he said. 


But Mr. Ryan's works are so nu- 


merous that a book would be re- 
quired to describe them. 


Often he will spend an entire holi- 


day at his little carving table be- 
side the fireplace in winter or In the 
shade of the lawn in summer. 
His 


spare hours in the evening are de- 
voted to the hobby. And even at 
noon, some days, he will relax from 
the tense business of the law office 
to devote a few minutes to carving. 
Maybe only a petal of a tiny flower 
or perhaps an eye lash on a face or 
the corner of the mouth of Gargoyle. 


"Tired or bored' Why I never 


realize how long- I work. Minutes 
pass like seconds and hours seem 
minutes when I am wrapped up in 
a bit of work, he said. 


Some of Mr. Ryan's works 
are 


considered masterpieces. Alfred Lenz, 
the noted sculptor, after viewing a 
bit of Mr. Ryan's carving of Home 
Playing *o the Muses, urged him to 
enter the field of sculpture. 


But Mr. Ryan has refused consis- 


tently, insisting that his ability 
should be used as a hobby. 


One of Mr. Ryan's works which 


ils family proudly displays is a 
white wood chest in a corner of his 
sleeping room. 
The front of the 


chest is covered with cupids teeteer- 
ing on an old tree m the woods. Mr. 
Ryan's children grew up with this 
old chest and they have grown to 
love it. A visitor to the Ryan home 
never leaves without seeing it. 


Then in one of the large sitting 


rooms, before a comfortable big chair 
is an adjustable foot stool. 
It 
is 


fashioned after one which Mr. Ryan 
saw in a Chicago hotel. He was told 
that President Taft had used the 
footstool so he set out to make one 
like it. The difference between the 
one he saw and the one he made, 
however, is that his own is covered 
with carved designs.
